Lord Hervey did this in confeguence 
of the Captain of one of our frigates now 
lying in the bay, having received the ‘fol- 
lowing letter from the Captain of a Swedish fri- 
gate. 

‘« Sir, being bound to Genoa, I efteem it 
my duty to teke under my convoy all the Swe- 
dith and Danith merchant thips lying here, which 
were ordered from that port by you; and thould 
you attemot to hinder me, I am determined nor 
to be ftopped by equal force, and thall get my 
fhip under way, two hours after day break in the 
morning, for tbat purpofe. 

*« Our frigate was at quarters all night, in- 
tending to engage the Swede, had he attempted 
to weizh his anchors; bat on lord Hervey’s going 
on board, the Captain pradently relingaifhed his 
defign. However, they make os fearfal we are 
on the event of hoftilities with that nation. A few 
days apo aFrench thip of the line was fec fire to by 
fome Republican failors on board, and bornt 
dewn to the water’s edge. The Captain and 
fome of the officers, who were at that time a. 
moufing themfelves with cards im the cabio, were 
burnt ; a8 were between 450 and Soo icamen. A 
frigate of the fame defcription went to fea the o- 
ther dav; the men mutinied, and tock her into 
Marfeilles. The Eoglitm frigate, our convoy, ia 
coming in, in the night, ran on fhore on the Ma- 
lora ; but with proper affiftance, flarting her wa- 
ter and getting out her guns, the has fince got 
off, and it is to be hoped withouy any material da- 
mage, Genoa is ftill blockaied by the Englith 
and Spantards.”’

Havre, Dee. 30, 479} 


I wrote you by the fame opportunity a few 
days fince; I then told you of the faccefs of the 
armies of the Republic in the Taxine Of Toulon 
and Valenciennes; this day being the Drcadi, we 
have been celebrating the event, or rather rejoic- 
ing with our Brethren of this Republic, at the 
re-capture of Toulon. ‘This morning arrived here 
the confirmation of the re-taking of Malenciennes ; 
it is faid that the Auftrians loft 14,000 killed, 
and that 6000 came over and j the armies 
of the Republic, the reft were taken prifoners. 

We have alfo had accounts that the rebels at 
La Vende, are completely cut up, Om every 
fide faccefs attends the French arms. 

It fearcely now, admits of a doubt bot that the 
TREE of LIBERTY, planted in this country, 
will take root and {pread its branches over all Eu- 
rope, and that tyranny and opprefiion will be no 
more.—If the prayer of an individual will avail 
any towards it, I will pray without ceafing.
